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STORY "ON THE MOSQUITO RESERVE" FROM THE SASKATOON STAR-PHOENIX 

DECEMBER 7, 1956. 



The MOSQUITO-GRIZZLY BEAR HEAD DAY SCHOOL on the Mosquito reserve 
accommodates from 25 to 30 pupils. It was built to serve the Mosquito reserve 
and the nearby Grizzly Bear Head Band. It is a typical one-room day school 
with three rooms supplied for the teacher. The classrooms are well-equipped.

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MRS. HARRY GOODBOY 



The elite on the Stony reserve are the older people like Mrs. Harry Goodboy, who 
are in receipt of the old age pension, often their only source of income. A Saulteaux 
girl, in her teens she married Chief Red Pheasant. On the death of the old chief she 
married Harry Goodboy, a Stony Indian, and moved to the Mosquito reserve. A convert 
to Christianity, she has wielded a kindly influence on the reserve for many years. 
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TOM MOOSOMIN 



As a dance maker in the early days, and in demand for the traditional Sun Dance 
which is still held annually on the Mosquito reserve, Tom Moosomin, who lost his 
sight recently, finds little joy in life. Once wielding a great deal of influence among 
his people, he finds his authority is waning. A nominal Christian, he still clings to 
the days of old. He is one of the few older people on the reserve who speak the 
Stony tongue. He speaks Cree fairly well, but has little knowledge of English.

STORY "RED PHEASANT RESERVE" FROM THE SASKATOON STAR-PHOENIX 

DECEMBER 10, 1956

FRANK MONIAS who lives with his large family in a modern government-built 
house on the Red Pheasant reserve farms industriously growing oats and barley 
Early frosts in the Eagle Hill country discourage wheat growing. Frank Monias 
is always busy looking after his farm, cattle, pigs, chickens and large garden. 








There are no adequate sources of income to maintain THE HOME OF 
CHIEF GEORGE NICOTINE. Nearly sightless, his wife a patient in the 
Sanatorium, his family has to be maintained entirely by relief measures. 
The chief is in his fifties. He became a chief recently by election of a 
majority of the bandmembers. 


CHIEF GEORGE NICOTINE AND FAMILY. The chief is said to 
represent the non-farming element on the Red Pheasant reserve. He 
has no farm, but has a team. He grows very little garden produce. 

He is handicapped by poor sight, and is the recipient of the blind pension

LEO NICOTINE'S HOME on the Red Pheasant reserve is typical of a group 
of native-built homes on this reserve, which are being replaced by govern¬ 
ment built ones at the rate of about two or three a year on any one reserve 
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The impact of early education in a Christian home, training in the Canadian

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SAM MOCCASSIN, a 60-year-or-more non-treaty Indian on the Saulteaux 
reserve made the news headlines in war days with passive resistance to a 
census-taking, and dissent with National Registration regulations. However 
the then head-man of the Saulteaux reserve made his peace with the white 
man in the white man's way. ' His sons are looking forward to the time 
when there will be a school on the reserve. Max Campbell, M.P. and 
Canon Wickenden hear about the good old days from this sturdy individualist 


MRS. SAM MOCCASSIN is taking it easy in her home on the reserve. A 
traditionalist of the old school, non-treaty, she prefers her low-ceilinged 
log home to the new houses the government is beginning to build for the 
treaty Indians on the reserve. Her language, the fast-disappearing Saulteaux 
tongue, is-being spoken to her by Canon Wickenden who is visiting her. 
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ON THE SAULTEAUX RESERVE 
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JOHN SWIMMER is a typical Saulteaux of the old type. Much of the Saulteaux 
land is hilly with only odd pockets of arable land. Fishing in nearby lakes, and 
hunting and trapping in the northern bush country, with seasonal work for nearby 
farmers keeps the Saulteaux in relative comfort.

Described as a fine type of Indian woman, with charm of manner and native courtesy, 
Mrs. John Night still prefers moccasins to modern shoes. To a greater extent than 
any other reserve, bead and leather work is undertaken on the Saulteaux reserve. 

The Saulteaux Indians, in general, do a great deal of hunting in the bush country south 
of Meadow Lake, implementing not only their food resources, but providing hides for 
native tanning. qn 




















ON THE SAULTEAUX RESERVE 


JOHN NIGHT is one of the 84 Saulteaux Indians who came under Treaty Six two 
years ago. He is one of the mere handful of Saulteaux Indians to engage in grain 
growing. He received help in building his house after he came under the treaty. 
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WHILE FEW OF THE SAULTEAUX INDIANS are baptized Christians, they have 
become used to the occasional ministrations of the clergy, and always receive them 
kindly. The baby, comfortable in its native moss bag and a hammock slung to the 
low ceiling, shows evidence of skin disease. She will be treated for this by one of 
the field nurses of the Department of Health and Welfare, during her periodic visits 
to the reserve. If the baby needs medical care, she will be taken to the sixty-five 
bed Indian hospital in North Battleford.
